Some ef tho customs attending a 
Hebraic marriage were peculiar. The

| gorgeous style he could command. 

1 He next pci-fumed himself with frank- 
incense and myrrh. Then he went 
forth covered with garlands, or. if he 
were r'ch, he would wear a circlet of 
gold and ride a gaily-ca prisoned horse. 
He was attended to the bride’s house 
by his gro nismen, musicians, singers 
and torch-bearers. 

Tlie marriage was always celebrated 
at night, and the bridesmaids were 
provided with lamps to meet the 
bridegroom when he came. Oa hit; 
arryfal he found the bride, bridesmaids | 
and company awaiting him. As soon 
as the actual ceremony was over the 
entire company returned to the bride- 
groom’s house with great rejoicing. 
When they reached the lionso they par- 
| took of tlie wedding fens'. Tho fes- 
tivities usually lasted during fourteen 
j days. The groom not only furnished 
ihe feast, but tlie robes of those who 
to -k part in tho ceremony. 

Pioneer marriages in this connlry.

WALKING DRESSES. 

Pertinent Simmi on* Concerning Fash- 
ionable Street Costuuien. 

The best material for a costume for 
the street is the cloth- tin isltcd flannel 
or any soft draping goods in all wool 
with a plain surface, llie plain skirt 
is worn to some extent, but a com- 
bination of plaited skirt and drapery 
is liked better by the mass. A plaited 
front with a slightly bouffant back 
drapery is much worm In others the 
skirt is quite plain in front, being 
fulled a little at the top, and with two 
or three side plait*, and the back 
draped in a loose puff 

A costume of tbis stylo is a bay- 
brown cloth-finished flannel, and plaid 
woolen goods in various shades of 
brown streaked with bright red and 
black. The skirt front is of the 
plaid material, the dra|>ery 
at the back of the plain. The 
bodice, also of the plain, is tight-fit- 
ting, with a postilion back, lined with 
red silk. In front the bodice comes 
down into a peak. It is trimmed with 
a pointed plastron of red sitk. with a 
turned-up collar of the same. The 
sleeves are finely plaited in the npper 
part, and tiie fullness is let out in a 
puffing at the elbow, then again 
plaited on to a deep facing of red 
silk. 

Another has a pelisse of blue fane/ 
cloth, with clasps at the side and or- 
nament at the back of paaicmenteric. 

Au elegant costtimo is of dark olive- 
green Indies’ cloth. The bodice opens 
in front with two deep re vers taper- 
ing down to the waist. Tho opening 
shows a jieaked plastron embroidered 
in silk and beanl in cokra of Indian 
cashmcro. This bodice comes down be- 
low the waist. It is rounded in front, 
atid forms ft small coat basque 
at tiie back, slit open in the center. 
This is trimmed with small revers of 
embroidery. The underskirt is of 
olive-green silk. A panel is laid on 
over this skirt on the left side. The 
upper skirt of the cloth is slighily 
draped in front and more fully so at 
the back. It opens on the left side to 
show an embroidered panel. Coat 
sleeves with deep embroidered cuff 

A very handsome walkiug dress is 
of faille and plaid velvet; plain lower 
skirl ; very long, full draperies of 
faille, faced with velvet; the back 
drapery straight and long, with bias 
band of velvet; the apron draped 
nearly to the waist, with facing fold, 
wide at the waist and narrowing to a 
point at the lower edge near the front. 

Another has the lower skirt of plaid 
velvet, apron and vest of plain cloth, 
polonaise of velvet, wiih plain sleeves 
and surplice front, with lower sec- 
tion in bodies point; plain collar.— 
Philadelphia Record.

5HOOTING ARROWS* 

Remarkable Skill Attained by the Archer* 
of Ancient Times. 

In the days when the buffalo was 
found in vast herds on the Western 
plains, there were Indians who. while 
riding at a gallop, could send an ar- 
row through a buffalo’s body. Re- 
markable as this shooting was, yet it 
did not iqiinl that reached by thu 
archers of ancient times. Mr. Dixon, 
in his history of Gairlock, Scotland, 
says thnt lie MacRaes of that district 
were such skillful archers that they 
could hit a man at the distance of four 
and even fi re hundred yards. He in- 
stances the killing of a serving-man at 
five hundred yards, and of two men 
killing several McLeods at four hun- 
dred yards. Lest the reader should 
discount the distance of tho range, the 
author mentions several wonderful 
shots made by Turks. 

In 1794. the Turkish Ambassador 
shot an arrow, in a field near London, 
four hundred and fifteen yards against 
the wind, and four hundred and eighty- 
two yards with the wind. The secre- 
tary of the Ambassador, on hearing 
the expression of surprise from tbe 
English gentlemen present, said the 
Sultan had shot fivo hundred yards. 
This was the greatest performance of 
modern days, but a pillar, slandingon 
a plain near Constantinople, recorded 
shots ranging np to eight hundred 
yards. Sir Robert Ainslie, British 
Ambassador to tbe Sublime Porte, 
records th it in 1798 he was present 
when the Sultan shot an arrow nine 
hundred and seventy-two yards.—

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PAT AuCniA'S FATE.

There used to be * piece celled Pate* 
gonia. It appear* oa our geographic* 
now as a drear and uninhabitable 

waste, upon which herds of wild horses 
and cattle graze, that are hunted for 
their flesh by a few bands of savage 
Indiaus of immense stature." I am 
quoting from a school-book published 
In 1886 , and in common use in this 
country. The same geography gives 
similar information about “the Argen- 
tine Confederation." It makes the 
Argentines roar with rage to call their 
country “the Argentine Confederation.” 
It would be just as polite aud proper to 
call this the •‘Confederate States of 
America.” A bitter, bloody war was I 
fought to wipe that name off the map, 
but our publishers still insist upon 
keeping it there. It is not a confeder- 
ation; it is a Nation, with a big “N,” 
like oars — one and inseparable, united 
we stand, divided we fall, aDd all that 
sort of thing — the Argentine Republic. 
To call it any thing else is an insult to 
the patriots who fought to make it so, 
and a reflection upon our own intelli- 
gence. 

Several years ago Patagonia was di- 
vided between Chili and the Argentine 
Republic, the Ministers from the 
United States to those two countries 
doing the carving. The summits of 
the Cordilleras were fixed as the bound- 
ary lines. Chili took the Strait of 
Magellan and the strip along the Pa- 
cific coast, between the mountains and 
the sea, and the Argentine Republic 
the pampas, the ar -hi pel ago of Tierra 
del Fuego being divided between them. 
Since the partition ranchmen have 
been pushing southward with great 
rapidity, and now the vast territory 
is practically occupied. There are no 
more wild cattie or horses there than 
in Kansas, at.d the dreary, uninhabited 
wastes of Patagonia have gone into 
oblivion with the “Great American 
Desert." The remnant of a vast tribe 
of aborigines still occupies the interior, 
but the Indian problem of the Ar- 
gentine Republic was solved in a sum- 
man- way. There was considerable an- 
noyance on the frontier from bands of 
roving savages, who used to come north 
in the winter time, steal cattle, rob 
and ravish, and the outposts of civiliza- 
tion were not safe. General Roc a, the 
Sheridan of the R ver Plato, was sent 
with a brigade of cavalry to the frontier 
to prevent this sort of thing. East and 
west across the territory runs the Rio 
Negro, a swift, turbid stream like the 
Missouri, with high hanks. Fifty miles 
or so from the mountains the rivet 
wtfltes a turn in its course, and leaves 
a narrow pathway through which every 
thing that enters or leaves Patagonia 
by land must go. Across this pass oi 
fifty miles General Roca dug a ditch 
twelve feet deep anil fifteen feet wide. 
The Indians, to the number of several 
thousand, were north when the work 
was done, raiding the settlements. As 
spring came they turned to go south- 
ward as usual, in a long caravan, with 
their stolen horses and cattle. Roca 
galloj>ed around their rear, and drove 
them night and day before him. When 
they reached the ditch they became be- 
wildered. for they could not cross it. and 
after a few days of slaughter the rem- 
nant that survived surrendered aud were 
distributed through the nrmv as sol- 
diers, while the women were sent into a 
wmi-slaverv among the ranchmen they 
had robbed. The dead animals and men 
were buried together in the ditch, and 
there has liecn no further annoyance 
from Indians on the frontier. 

The few that remain seldom come 
northward, but remain around Punta 
Arenas, the only settlement in the 
Strait, hunting the ostrich and other 
w ild game, trading the skins for whis- 
ky, and making themsehes as wretched 
as possible. The robes they wear are 
made of the skins of the guunaco, a 
•pecics of the llama, and the breasts ol 
young ost rielies. There is nothing 
prettier than an ostrich robe, but each 
one represents the slaughter of from 
* sixteen to twenty young birds, and 
they arc getting rare and expensive as 
the hirdJ are being exterminated, as 
oi.t I'tiffslAes have lieen. — William E.

Hem TO TELL STORIES. 

A» Arootupluhno-nt l'twHed by But 
•■‘•w Mortal*. 

Inwall ages and in all lands the art of 
narrating a story by word of mouth or 
by the ready pen has been practiced, 
and a few individuals among the rest 
of mankind have been gifted with this 
faculty, which they have exercised in 
preparing food for the fancy of their 
heaters or readers in fable, epic or the 
nr-dem novel. These are akin to the 
at list who differs front the mere por- 
trait painter. The last named can pro- 
duce a resemblance which may be per- 
fect in light and shade, and even in ex- 
pression; but though this may give us 
pleasure it does not stir in us the admira- 
tion that we award to one who can pro- 
duce a situation calling forth our emo- 
tions. The faculty which can produce 
this is much more rarely met with. 

A well-told tale is as rare as a per- 
fect day. It is the result of happv in- 
fluences. and, like a well-developed 
man or woman, requires favorable cir- 
cumstances for its development. It 
owes much of ils interest to the lan- 
guage used in telling it and the skill 
with which it is illustrated, as in the 
plays of Shakespeare. The plots of 
many of these plays are not original, 
but the way in which the author has 
made, from what were originally but 
phantom'-, galleries of life-like figures, 
is a striking proof of its power. A 
similar effect is often produced by 
writers of talcs. 

It shows great merit in a story when 
the incidents of it linger in the niemorv. 
“Silas Mainer,” by George Eliot, is a 
remarkable instance of ibis quality. 
Any one who has read this tale must 
have noted the ease with which each 
incident may lie recalled, even a long 
time after it has been read, and this 
characteristic seems to result from its 
being free from superfluous matter, 
from the way in which the main inch 
tie nts are grouped, aud from the 
beauty and simplicity of the tout 
WwM t 

Love and war. with the troubles re- 
sulting therefrom, form the materials 
of most of the ancient stories, while the 
situations of the modern novels are the 
results of complicated difficulties inci- 
dent to a more advanced state of civil- 
ization. Life abounds in incidents for 
the modern tale-writer. There are 
many jieopie who confine their gener- 
osity to what they consider their own 
class, and who sp.-nd time and money 
in deeds of charity, yet think nothing 
of wounding thefeelings of those a little 
beneath them in rank. They are kind 
after their own fashion, but would sac- 
rifice their dear friends rather than lose 
an inch of their hard-won social posi- 
tion. Such people are common both in 
real life and in novels, and wheu the 
stoiy of their doings is wel), told it ex- 
cites in the render much interest 

To read a good story has a similar 
effect to spending a few hours in pleas- 
ant company; it cheers and relieves the 
mind: the small troubles that may have 
vexed lose their hold upon us, an j when 
we return to them we are so refreshed 
and invigorated by the action of change 
that they weigh but lightly noon us. 
Sometimes an incident recalls to our 
memories some of the pleasures and 
pains of that brief season of earlv youth 
of which we all like to prolong" the re- 
membrance. Stories from other lands 
have a great charm for young people 
aud children. lltcre is "for them tho 
novelty of learning about foreign cus- 
toms and seeing that human nature is 
alike in Its deep experiences imder very 
different outward ways aud manners.

CONCERNING C< OUDS. 

Their Kwtore, Paras, fampasltlou, 
locity, Heiflit, Cte. 

A cloud is a mass of visible vapor or 
water particlea held in suspension in 
the atmosphere. If it rests upon the 
surfaoe of the earth we call it a fog. 
We see a mass of vapor on the sum- 
mit of a high mountain and we call 
it a cloud, but if we climb to the top of 
the mountain and iiml ourselves in the 
cloud wc see it to bo simply a fog. To 
our observation, cloud* taka on forms 
that are almost infinite in variety, 
yet they may be divided into six 
classes, each presenting quite distinct 
characteristics. These are known as 
cirrus, cumulus and stratus cloud, as 
simple divisions; and cirro-cumulus, 

! cirro-stratus and cumulo-stratus as 
compound divisions. Tbi cirrus 
cloud consists of long, slender, fila- 
ments, either parallel or diverging 
from each other. These clouds have 
the greatest elevation and the least 
density of all clouds. Even In fair 
weather the sky is seldom free from 
small distant groups of cirrus clouds. 
They are thought to be made up of 
spiculse of ice or flakes of snow, since 
at the great height at which 
they float, from five to eight miles 
above the earth, the temperature of 
the air is below freezing point even in 
midsummer. The cumulus cloud is 
much denser than the cirrus, and is 
formed nearer the earth. It usually 
has the form of a hemispherical or 
convex mass with horizontal base. 
This is the cloud often seen in large 
masses near the horizon, looking like 
huge mountains of suow. The round- 
ed top of this cloud results from the 
mode of its formation. As the earth 
is heated by the sun's rays, currents 
of warm air rise, carrying with them 
invisible vapor. When they reach a 
certain height this va|>or is condensed 
and forms cloud, and since the upward 
motion is greater nnder the ce iter of 
the cloud, the vapor is then carried to 
its greatest height The stratus cloud 
is a widely-extended, horizontal sheet, 
often covering the entire sky, and 
and hanging so low that it frequently 
touches tho earth's surface iu the 
form of a fog. For the compound 
modifications of cloud forms, the cir- 
ro-cumulus is seen in small rounded 
masses, ofleu very near together. On 
account of their fl.eey appearance, 
these are often called “woolly clouds.” 
This cloud is very frequent in summer, 
but seldom precod s rain. Tho citTo- 
stralus consists of fibrous clouds 
spread out in strata, which are 
cither horizontal or slightly in- 
clined to tho hnr z n. Sometimes the 
whole sky is mottled with the cloud, 
looking like tho back of a mackerel, 
and, therefore, is callcl a mackerel 
sky. This cloud always presages wind 
and rain. The cnmulo-stratus is the 
large dark cloud formed by the mass- 
ing of tho 11 coy cumulus in great 
heaps. These clouds are to be seen in 
great magnificence on the approach of 
a thunder-storm, and are, therefore, 
often called “thunder heads.” Some 
meteorologists also classify with the 
above the nimbus cloud, which is a 
stratus cloud from which rain is fall- 
ing, but others do not think it worth 
while to keep this division. The 
height of a cloud is measured by 
trigonometrical rule by observing Its 
direction simultaneously at two sta- 
tions. In mountainous countries it 
can be compared «ilh the peaks near 
which it passes. Most accurate re- 
sults, however, arc obtained by ascend- 
ing in a balloon and no ing the height 
of the barometer when entering the 
cloud and again wiien emerging from 
it, the barometer giving the means of 
computing corresponding altitudes. 
The height of clouds is very variable 
The stratus, as wc have said, often 
descending to the earth. In pleasant 
weather the lower limit of cumulus 
clouds varies from 8 00) to 5.000 feet 
elevation, and their upper limit from 
5,000 to 12,000 fecL Cirrus clouds never 
descend below the summit of Mount 
B auc, which has a height of 15.744 
feet, and are often Seen to be far above 
mountains that are 20.000 to 22.000 
feet higlu It is estimated, however, 
that they would not be visible at a 
height exceeding ten miles. In verti- 
cal thickness clouds are supposed to 
seldom exceed half a mile, but the 
enormous masses of cumulus are 
somerimos estimated at over three 
miles. Clouds move with the wind, 
and there is no way of estimating their 
imivemcnt but by measuring the 
velocity of the wind currents. Clouds 
reflect light, of course, or they would 
not be visible; such light as can pass 
through them is refracted out of its 
path by the presence of tho vapor 
particles. Thus, when we see objects 
through a fog we often notice that 
they are distant from their true posi- 
tion or unnaturally magnified. The 
effect of clouds on heat is to lessen it, 
'he water particles absorbing it, and 
lowering the temporal ure of the air by 
their conversion into invisible vapor. 
Nevertludcss. clouds hanging low in 
cold weather prevent a fall of tem- 
perature by preventing the radiation 
of heat from the earth’s surface. As 
to moisture, clouds are, obviously, 
moisture itself as well as iu cause.— 
Chicago Inter-Ocean.

A micro- 
scope fails to detect a flaw in the cut- 
ting of these groups, supposed to rep- 
resent the meeting' of Thetis and Po- 
leius on Mount Thelion in tho pres- 
ence of Poissidon and Eros.

To 
the Duchess this was intolerable, and 
she began the bidding in a spirited 
iranner, determined to speedilv put 
down the son of a common Stafford- 
shire potter.
